Section 20. SHORT TITLE. Thl* 


Amendment shall be known as the "Ar- 
kansas Amendment for Voter Registra- 
tion without Poll Tax Payment." . 


Section 21. EFFECTIVE DATE. This 


Amendment shall be In full fore* and 
effect from and after January 1, 1969; 
provided, that for any elections held 
before March 1, 1365, those voters Who 
are registered electors as of December 
31, 1964, shall be permitted to vote la 
such election if otherwise qualified.
